Tniwuan now enterg the 
world picture once more, The 
last time it dominated the 
front pages was in 1947, when 
the islanders were driven to 
revolt by the crudest exac- 
tions. That revolt was put 
down with great severity, but 
nfter the removal of General 
Chen Yi, the island settled 
down again under the new 
Governor, General Chen 
Cheng. Now the mobile Na- 
tlonalist Cabinet has an- 
nounced that it has come to 
rest at Taipeh, with General 
Yon HIsi-shan still as Prime 
Minister, General Chiang 
Kat-shek is to take charge of 
military affairs but, it ds 
stated, will not resume the 
Presidency—at least for the 
present, 

The development em- 
phasises more than ever the 
essential character of the re- 
ime that followed the Japan- 
ese capitulation, It has been 
not inaptly deseribed as a 
Government of Formosans by 
mainland Chinese for main- 
land Chinese. The tsland be- 
came a refuge and military 
base of the defeated Kuomin- 
tang after the fall of Nan- 
king~-now it is the head- 
quarters of the Nationalist 
Cabinet. q 

The local population was 
net wholly cowed by — the 
severe suppression of the re- 
volt. But it has been some- 
what appeased by the more 
sensible policy adopted by the 
Nationalist authorities since 
the ,upheaval.-two, years ago.
